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1. (currently amended): A surface modifying laminate comprising: 

(a) a carrier film having an upper surface and a lowex surface, the fihn at least 
partially covering a surface to be modified; 

(b) an indicia-containing layer disposed on at least a portion of the lower 
surface of the carrier fihn; and 

(c) a cured top coat disposed on at leaA a portion of the upper surface of the 
carrier fih n, wherein the carrier film is a transpR Tft"t ^im^ such that the indicia^cQTitaiTiing layer is

visible through the eamer_film andJlie top coat is a sealant or finish- 

2. (canceled) 

3. (origmal): The surface modifying laminate of claim 1, wherein tlie 
indiciapcontaining layer is a substantially continuous layer covering substantially the entire 
earner fihn. 

4. (origiiial): The surface modifying laminate of claim 1, wherein the 
indicia-containing layisr is printed onto the lower surface of the carrier film. 

5. (original): The surface modifying laminate of claim 1» wherein the earner 
fihn is perforated. 

6. (original): The surfaqe mo4ifying laminate of claim 1, wherein the carrier

film comprises a fiJm selected fiom the groiip consisting of polypropylene films, polyacetal 
films, polyamide films, polyanhydride films, polyester films, polyolefin fibns, polystyrene fihnSi 
polyvinylchloride fihns, poiyvinyhdene chloride films, polyuretbane films, and polyurea films, 

7. (original) 1 The surface modifying laminate of claim 1 , wherein the top 
coat is not an aUcali-soluble top coat. 
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8 . (original) : The surface modifying laminate of claim 1 » wherein the top 
coat is a czDsslinked top coat. 

9. (original): The surface modiiying laminate of claim 1, wherein the top 
coat is a pemianent top coat 

10. (original): The surface modi^dng laminate of claim 1^ wherein the top 
coat is selected from the group consisting of acrylic coatings, polyuiethane coatings, vinyl 
coatings and epoxy coatings. 

1 1 . (original): The sur&ce modifying laminate of claim 1 , further comprising 
a bonding layer disposed between the surface to be modified and the indicia^containing layer. 

12. (currently amended): A surface modifying laminate compri$ing: 

(a) a perforated earner Qhn having an upper surface and a lower surface, the 
fihn at least partially covering a surface to be modified; 

(b) an indicia-containing layer disposed on at least a pordon of the lower 
surfSace of the carrier fil m, wherein the carrier fihn is a transparen t film^ su ch that the indicia'- 
containing layer is visible through the earner fihn. 

13. (canceled) 

14. (original); The surface modif^ng laminate of claim 12, wherein the 
indicia-containing layer is a substantially continuous layer covering substantially the entire 
cairier fihn. 

15. (original): The surfiafie modi^ing laminate of claim 12, wherein the 
indicia-containing layer is printed onto the lower surface of the canier fihn. 

16. (original): The surface modifying laminate of claim 12, wherein the 
carrier fihn comprises an average of at least 1 perforation per square foot. 
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17. (original): The surface modifying laminate of claim 12, wherein the 
canier film comprises an average of no more than about 200 perforatiotLs per square foot. 

18. (original): The surface modifying laminate of claiml23 wherein the carrier 
fdm comprise a fihn selected fi:om the group consisting of polypropylene films^ polyacetal fihns, 
polyamide fibns, polyanhydride fihns, polypster films, polyolefin films, polystyrene films, 
polyvinylchloride films, polyvinylidene chloride films^ polyurethane films, aud polyuiea films. 

19. (currently amended): The surface modifying laminate of claim 12, further 
comprising a cured top coat disposed on at least a portion of the upper surface of the cani^ fihn^ 
wherein said top coat is a sealant or finish. 

20. (withdrawn): A metlpd for modifying a surface, the mefliod comprising: 

(a) applying a surface modifying laminate to the surface to be modified, the 
laminate comprising a carrier fihn having an upper sur&ce and a lower surface and an indicia- 
containing layer dispoised on at least a portion of the lower surface of the carrier film; 

(b) applying a curable composition over at least a portion of the upper surface 
of the carrier film; and 

(c) curing the composition to provide a cured polymer top coat. 

21 . (wiHidrawn); The method of claim 20, further comprising applying a 
liquid wetting agent hd^dng a surface tension equal to or less than the surface tension of w^ter to 
the surface to be finished, to the lower surface of the carrier film, or to the indicia containing 
layer prior to applying the laminate to liie sivface, such that the liquid wetting agent is disposed 
between the indicia containing layer and the $iu:fdce to be finished after the laminate is applied to 
the surface to be modified. 
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
